The WIC Program provides nu- 
trition education and food services to 
at-risk, low-income pregnant wom- 
en, new mothers, infants and chil- 
dren under age 5. All WIC partici- 
pants must have family incomes 
below 185 percent of federal pover- 
ty. guidelines and must demon- 
Strate nutritional risk based on crite- 
ria such as anemia, inadequate dict 
or abnormal weight. 

According to WIC Director 
James Richard, Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health, “The Ala- 
bama WIC Program has set a goal of 
reaching 10,000 more participants 
by September 1993. We are excited 
about the possibility of serving more 
participants and providing nutrition 
education and services to more Ala- 
bamians.” 

The Alabama WIC Program 
currently serves 120,000 partici- 
pants. The program is designed to 
prevent health problems caused by 
poor nutrition. Participants are giv- 
en food packages tailored to their 
own needs and receive food instru- 
ments which are redeemed at local 
grocery stores, The program offers a

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Elba City Council votes to reinstate Hanchey

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to reinstate former Po- 
lice Chief Freddie Hanchey to the 
police force. 

The group, which voted 4-2 in fa- 
vor of taking this action, has been 
under the threat of a lawsuit from 
Hanchey since shortly after his dis- 
missal by Mayor Ricky Haywood. 
The vote to retain Hanchey was fa- 
vored by council members John W. 
Sharpless, who made the motion, 
Bill Brunson, Gladys Yelverton and 
Ronnie Jinright. Opposing the action 
was council member Earl McCol- 
lough and Haywood. 

The motion calls for reinstating 
Hanchey with back pay, minus any- 
thing earned at his present job plus 
payment of his attorney fees, The 
motion called for the mayor and Po- 
lice Chief Jack Parker to work with

Hanchey in defining his job respon- 
sibilities, 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan ad- 
dressed the council on the matter and 
explained that the insurance compa- 
ny would not pay the back wages in- 
volved with a settlement. He told the 
council the city’s bookkeeper had es- 
timated this totaled about $6,100 
since Hanchey was removed from 
office, They reportedly would pay 
any legal fees associated with the 
claim, 

It wasn’t clear if the insurance 
company would or wouldn't pay the 
back pay part of any settlement if a 
verdict was rendered against the city 
in a state or federal court. 

Vaughan explained however that 
it was always advisable to settle such 
claims before they got “out of hand.” 

Haywood said, “The only prob- 
lem I see is we are operating the po- 
lice department on a budget, have 
hired extra officers and are working 


Parker proposes 


10 p.m. curfew ordinance for youth

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
presented the City Council with a 
proposed ordinance establishing a 10 
p.m. curfew for juveniles, 

The ordinance as proposed reads, 
“Any minor appearing on any public 
place, street, highway or municipal 
property after 10:00 p.m, shall be in 
violation of this Ordinance, and shall 
be punishable as a misdemeanor of- 
fense...” 

Parker explained he didn’t want 
to keep all juveniles off the streets 
after 10 at night, but wanted some 
vehicle to control potential problems 
before they happen. “This is just an 
instrument to stop trouble,” the chief 
stressed several time during his pres- 
entation. 

According to Parker, even if po- 
lice know a “rumble” or fight is 
planned by youths, including where 
and when it is to happen, they can’t 
presently do anything until the fight 
actually starts, 


With this proposed ordinance, the 
police could get the juveniles at the 
scene and before trouble started, take 
them to the police station and call 
their parents. This would be break- 
ing up a potentially dangerous situa- 
lion, by separating the youths before 
they got hurt or hurt someone else, 

The chief also explained this ordi- 
nance would allow the police to le- 
gally search cars of involved youths 
and find guns, other weapons and 
drugs before they caused trouble. 

The proposed law allows for get- 
ling prior written approval for 
youths to be on the streets after the 
10 p.m, curfew when involved in 
special “educational, recreational, re- 
ligious or charitable functions, pro- 
viding that any such function is 
maintained under the supervision, 
guidance and control of an adult...” 

City Council members expressed 
a desire to discuss the ordinance 
with the citizens before they even 
considered it in any manner, Several 
members said Tuesday they were 
finding strong opposition to the idea 
of a regular curfew,

He also 
pointed out the time elected officials 
had already spent on the matter and 
how much more they would spend if 
forced into going to court. 

Vaughan admitted the motion the 
council was considering was a good 
motion, He added, “I honestly don’t 
think it will be accepted. However I 
suggest you make this offer unani- 
mously in case we (the city) have to 
explain our actions in federal court.” 
The council didn’t follow that sug- 
gestion. 

Tuesday afternoon Hanchey’s at- 
torney, Mike Jared, said: 

"I am happy we have reached a 
point where honest, good faith nego- 
tiations can begin. This is what I 
have wanted all along.” 

He continued with, “I have not 
talked with Freddie yet, but we are 
going to make a good faith effort to 
resolve this matter.”

Security guards at Dorsey Trail- 
ers notified the Elba Police Depart- 
ment Monday night that a bomb 
threat had been received. 

Shortly after 10:00 p.m., an uni- 
dentified caller said that a bomb had 
been placed somewhere in the facili- 
ty and was set to explode at 3:00 
a.m, 

Dorsey Trailers is one of the na- 
lion’s largest highway trailer manu- 
facturing plant. It is located a short 
distance from downtown Elba on U. 
S. Highway 84W, 

Dorsey guards notified Elba po- 
lice at 10:08 p.m. and officers were 
dispatched to the scene to begin the 


evacuation of the plant. A visual 
search of the plant was also initiated 
by police officers and plant supervis- 
ors. 

Fire and rescue units were dis- 
patched to standby at the facility at 
10:16 p.m. 

An Explosive Ordinance Disposal 
(EOD) Team was requested from Ft, 
Rucker and they were on the scene 
within forty-five minutes. 

The EOD Team conducted a 
search of the plant area utilizing two 
explosive detecting dogs. 

Due to the size of the facility - 
more than 500,000 square feet - it 
was not possible to conduct a thor- 
ough search before the 3 a.m, dead- 
line,

I have 
never worked toward, have no au- 
thority to, am not working in that di- 
rection now and I have no plans to 
work in the direction of closing the 
Elba Courthouse as I’ve been ac- 
cused,” 

“It was a misunderstanding. If 
I’ve upset anybody and caused their 
blood pressure to get all out of 
whack - I do make a public apolo- 
gy,” concluded Averett.

Dear Marvin, 

When I started to school in Sep- 
tember of 1926 there was a two story 
brick building just cast of the Elba 
High School building. It was an old 
building at that time. What I remem- 
ber most of all were the two rooms 
and either side in the rear of the 
building that were rest rooms. You 
walked down several steps into 
them, They were all concrete and 
smelled to high heaven. 

By 1926 there was only a con- 
crete slab in the front of the building 
that had at one time been a roofed 
porch leading up a number of steps 
into the building. The hallways 
were rather wide and steps went up- 
stairs on both sides, Grades 1-6 
were held there. Upstairs was the 
only auditorium in Elba, All of the 
large group gatherings were held up 
there, School activities as well as 
any other social affairs of Elba. In- 
cluding traveling group to put on 
paid to view affairs. Of course the 
church had their own buildings. The 
auditorium became unsafe for large 
crowds, They were afraid it would 
collapse so in 1935 a new auditori- 
um was built onto the Elba High 
School, 


This old elementary school was 
demolished and a new one story 
building was built in 1946-47, It was 
al that time considered the Elemen- 
tary School, 

The Elba High School building 
was built in about 1920, Since these 
buildings were built there were sev- 
eral additions made to them includ- 
ing a gym, 

The vocational building next to 
SouthTrust was built in 1935-36, 

The elementary building on the 
Troy Highway was built in 1965-66. 
The Middle school next to the levee 
was completed in August 1972. 

With a complete new school sys- 
tem having been erected since the 
March 14, 1990 flood, I thought it 
would be prudent to establish these 
dates so future generations would 
know. 

The Mulberry Heights schools 
closed and the Elba School Systems 
were fully integrated in the 1969070 
school years, 

I am indebted to former Supt. of 
Education, Elmer Taylor, for much 
of this information.

Students &Teacher Trained Water Monitors 


Mrs. Jackie Jinright, Grady Williams, 
and Joey Herbert attended a workshop to 
be trained as monitors in the WATER 
WATCH PROGRAM OF THE CHOC. 
TAWHATCHEE-PEA RIVER WATER- 
SHEDS. 

The objective of the meeting was to 
demonstrate the principles and practice 
of water quality measurement, and to in- 
troduce the techniques of biological 
monitoring. Participants were oriented 
with brief presentations and discussion 
groups. They got "hands-on" experience 
for monitoring waters in the Chocta- 
whatchee-Pea drainages, The workshop 
was coordinated by Dr. Mike Mullen, 
Center for Environmental Research and 
Service, Troy State University. Training 


was conducted by Dr, Bill Davies and 
Dr. Bill Deutsch of the Auburn Universi 
ty Department of Fisheries and Allied 
Aquacultures, 

Auburn and Troy State Universities, 
working closely with the Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Management, 
will coordinate the program in Alabama, 
The program is tentatively called the ala- 
bama Water Watch and will provide 
equipment and technical expertise to vol- 
unteer groups and teachers of grades 6 
through 12 for monitoring water quality 
and biological characteristics at selected 
sites, County extension agents will also 
be kept informed and trained so that they 
can provide support to the Water Watch 
Program participants. A series of work-

shops have been planned for throughout 
the State of Alabama beginning Spring 
1993; water test kits, manuals, and other 
educational resources will be distributed 
to the volunteers. 

The program will cooperate with and 
Support ongoing citizen volunteer moni- 
toring programs, as well as help to estab- 
lish at least 20 new groups across the 
stute, The purpose is primarily educa- 
tional, but is also designed to detect and 
help prevent non-point source pollution, 
and provide opportunities for citizens to 
become better informed about activities 
on their watersheds. The stream and/or 
lake assessment will consist of both 
chemical and biological characteristics to 
be measured throughout the year, A goal 
is to develop long term data sets for se- 
lected chemical and biological character- 
istics of the system that will be useful for 
detecting ends, The characteristics cho- 
sen may vary depending on the interests 
for the group and characteristics of the 
basin; however, dissolved oxygen, pH, 
turbidity, total alkalinity, hardness, and 
temperature are the chemical characteris- 
tics that will always be a part of each 
team’s data. 

One objective for a watershed man- 
agement plan would be to manage vege- 
tation and land use practices to ensure 
adequate water quality downstream. 
When this is accomplished, other renew- 
able resources, wildlife habitat and recre- 
ational resources will also be protected, 
Another objective would be to ensure 
that urban development (clearing land, 
construction, roads and sewage disposal 
Systems) proceed with proper safe- 
guards, It is necessary that development 
activities not view land and water te- 
sources casually, and that some planning 
precede development to ensure stability, 
integrity, and beauty of the environment. 
To do otherwise, is to admit that we have 
no vision for the future,

Just when it looked like the Elba Tigers were ready to roll over and get 
the bascball season over with, they came to life with a vengeance last week 
and won four straight games to improve their record to 7-5 and take the lead 
in the race for the Area 3 title. 

The Tigers had played less than inspired baseball for much of the season 
prior to last week and owned a 3-5 record, but got a jumpstart from their

Cory Driggers, a junior, chalked up two wins as he pitched the Tigers to 
wins over Slocomb and Luverne. Driggers pitched 13 innings in the two 
wins, allowed only 5 hits and | earned run, while he also struckout 24 bat- 
ters and walked only 3, Driggers was expected to be the ace of the staff be- 
fore the season started and his showing last week made it clear that he does

Joe Donaldson is a senior lefthander and at times looks like a college

Soil Test Should Be Made 


Before Establish 


SOIL TEST FOR A BETTER 
LAWN . 

A soil test should be made before 
establishing a new lawn or renovat- 
ing an old one. 

The soil test will show the nutri- 
ent status of the soil and indicate 
how much lime and fertilizer, if any, 
is needed. 

When collecting a soil sample for 
a new lawn, sample the soil to a six- 
inch depth. For established lawn, re- 
move soil to a depth of only two to 
three inches from several places and 
combine the various samples. 

Established lawns should have a 
soil test made every three or four 
years to determine the pH and the 
soil’s need for limes as well as nutri- 
ents needed by your turfgrass. Turf- 
grasses do best when the soil pH is 
about 6.0 to 6.5. Once each year you 
can help keep the pH of the soil in 
your lawn in this range by applying 
five to 15 pounds of lime (pulverized 
limestone) per 1,000 square feet. 

Apply five pounds to centipede 
grass and ten pounds to zoysiagrass, 
St. Augustine. Apply 15 pounds per 
year to bermudagrass lawns. Lime 
may be applied at any time. 

If your lawn is old, the soil analy- 
sis will likely indicate that phosphor- 
us is very high or excessive. This 
would certMinly be true if you have 
applied 8-8-8 or a comparable ferti- 
lizer year after year. If the soil test 
does indicite high phosphorus, you 
should fertilize with 15-0-15 or 14- 
4-14. Fertilizer with these or com- 
parable formulas are readily availa- 
ble at most lawn and garden centers.

PLANTING SNAPBEANS 

It’s that time again--time to plant 
a garden. Snapbeans may be one of 
the vegetables you are planning to 
plant this year. The varicty of 


Snapbean you plant should depend 
on the characteristics you want. 

Pole snapbeans produce a crop in 
10 to 11 weeks, but they bear over a 
longer period of time than the bush 
Snapbeans. Bush snapbeans produce 
carly, providing beans in about six to 
seven weeks after planting. Where 
space permits, you might plant bush 
varictics to get an early crop and 
pole beans for beans later in the sca- 
son. 

Don’t get in a hurry to plant snap- 
beans. The cool, wet soils that are 
typical of early spring can cause the 
bean seedlings to grow slowly. Asa 
result of slow growth, the snapbeans 
are more likely to be killed by soil- 
borne seedling diseases.

But, it offers a lot 
more than its good looks. 

Trees modify our microclimate. 
That is, they affect the climate right 
around where you live. They do this 
by moderating the effects of sun, 
wind and rain. Obviously, trees pro- 
vide shade, but the water lost from 
the leaves also acts as a kind of cool- 
ing system. The leaves of trees filter 
the air by catching dust and other 
particulates. Trees reduce wind 
speed, which can make your living 

‘environment more comfortable and 
can help your other landscape plants 
to lose water less quickly. 

Trees give economic value to the 
landscape, adding as much as 20 per- 
cent to the value of property. They 
can also help to reduce home energy 
bills by shading in the summer. 

Trees also provide a home for 
birds and other wildlife. They add a 
touch of nature to your property and 
provide sights and sounds that make 
your outdoor living area more enjoy- 
able.

There are basically four areas that 
you need to be concerned with in 
farm finances.

Burney gets two life sentences

A jury in Coffee County Circuit 
Courn-Elba Division returned a 
guilty verdict in a double murder 
trial held on Wednesday, April 14. 

It took the jury, composed of 5 
women and 7 men, only 15 minutes 
to return the guilty verdict. 

Convicted on two counts of capi- 
tal murder was Willic Fred Burney, 
51, of Route | Jack, AL. 

Burney was arrested on February 
16 in connection with the shooting 
death of two young boys, Quentin 
Anderson Burney, 2, and Kerwin 
Donnell Horstead, 5. The 2-year-old 
was Burncy’s son and the 5-year-old 
was his step-son, 

The murder took place at the 
home of the boys’ grandmother, Eth- 
el Horstead, located on Roosevelt 
Drive in Elba. They, along with their 
mother, Cara Horstead Burney, had 
been living at the residence since the 
mother’s separation from Burney. 

During a pre-trial hearing in Cir- 
cuit Judge Gary McAliley’s cham- 
bers on Tuesday morning, April 13, 
Burney changed his plea from inno- 
cent to guilty. He also agreed that 
several facts in the case were true 
and it would not be necessary that 
they be proven in a court of law. 

Although Burney plead guilty w 
the two charges of intentionally mur- 
dering a child under the age of 14 
years, a capital offense, the case still 
had to be heard by a jury of his 
peers. 

According to Judge McAliley, Al- 
abama law does not allow a defen- 
dant charged with a capital offense 
to waive his or her right to a trial by 


McAliley said, “It is a_ safety 
valve which protects the defendant, 
his rights, and society. A jury has to 


hear the case.” 

Duce to the absence of one of Bur- 
ney's three defense attorneys, the 
trial was not able to begin until 
Wednesday morning (April 15). 

Defending Burney in the case 
were Mike Jared, Paul Young, and 
Joe Cassady, Jr. 

The trial began with the state call- 
ing the chief investigator with the 
12th Judicial District Attorney's Of- 
fice, Bruce De Vane, to the stand. 

De Vane read into the court record 
the stipulation to certain facts made 
by Burney in the pre-trial hearing in 
the judge’s chambers on Tuesday. 

A video tape of the crime scene 
was also shown to the jury. It 
showed the two youngsters lying on 
the floor facing one another near the 
doorway of a bedroom. 

Each of the boys had been shot 
twice in the back with a .38 caliber 
handgun, 

Other facts stipulated to in Bur- 
ney’s statement was that he did con- 
front his wife at her mother’s resi- 
dence in Elba and attempted to take 
her life. 

She cluded him and got a neigh- 
bor to take her to the Elba police sta- 
tion where she signed a complaint 
against him. 

According to Burney’s statement, 
it was after Mrs. Bumey left the 
scene, that he entered the grand- 
mother’s house and shot the two 
boys, killing them both. 

Burney fled the scene of the mur- 
der driving his wife’s Cadillac which 
he later burned. 

Shortly after the shooting, law en- 
forcement officers captured Burney 
at his residence in the Victoria Com- 
munity northeast of Elba. After set- 
ting fire to the car, he had hidden in 
a wooded area approximately 100 
yards from his home. 

Burney was transported to the

Coffee County Jail where he has 
been held without bond until his 
trial. 

A special session of the Coffee 
County grand jury - Elba Division 
indicted Burney on Thursday, March 
25, for two offenses of capital mur- 
der. Each of the offenses is punisha- 
ble by life in prison without parole 
or death by electrocution. 

After DeVane's testimony, Dis- 
trict Attorney Joel Folmar rested the 
state’s case. 

Having no evidence to place be- 
fore the jury, one of the defendant's 
attorneys, Mike Jared, rested the de- 
fense’s case. 

Closing remarks by both defense 
and state attorneys were brief. 

Young told jurors that Burney 
was sorry for what had happened, 

“Every night he closes his eyes, 
you know what he sees. Even every 
day Burney is awake, he will always 
remember what he did,” said Young. 

Young asked the members of the 
jury to forgive Bumey and do their 
duty under the law. 

District Attorney Folmar said, 
“This is a true tragedy. Burney may 
truly be sorry but he was not sorry 
until after the murders were commit- 
ted.” 

The complete trial lasted less than 
three hours. 

Shortly after noon, Judge McAIli- 
ley pronounced judgement upon 
Bumey. He was sentenced to two 
consecutive life prison terms for the 
double murder of the two young 
boys. 

The victims’ family had asked 
that the death penalty not be im- 
posed upon Burney. 

The state had agreed - with the 


‘family’s concurrence - to the life 


sentences with the stipulation that 
Bumey not appeal the case. 

Folmar said, “‘If he (Burney) does 
appeal or the verdict is set aside for 
any reason, we will seek the death 
penalty if it has to be retried.”
